tians have taken refuge under the 
protection of the American mission 
station, wnile 2,000 are at the French 
mission. 'A despatch received at Tit- 
is from Urumiah yesterday declared 
that seventy Turkish regular troops 
had entered the mission, hanged the 
orthodox bishop, Mar Elia, and four 
orthodox clergymen, and insulted a

Electric Light. 


Editor of The Advocate:—I note 


the editorial in 
the Advocate on 


March 23rd, regarding "Buy or Man- 
ufacture, Which?" The newspaper is 
opposed to the proposed bond issue, 
but still 
acknowledges municipal 


ownership is ideal under certain con- 
ditions, but only when city govern- 
ment is efficient. 
The electric light- 


ing system or any municipal plant 
should be run with men. not politics 
as an incapable man maybe elected 
or appointed. These systems must be 
taken from politics, and the best man 
possible must be employed to make 
the operation of the plant efficient 
and economical. 


I am personally not in favor of a 


bond issue of S30.000 for the reason 
that the city's bonded debt is already 
large. and I believe by 
purchasing 


two new boilers and possibly a gener- 
ator our plant would be efficient for> 
the next ten years at least, at a to- 
tal cost of $10,000. The building at 
the present site is good, and if it is 
too small, let's .build to it. we have 
plenty of room to do so. 


Our present boilers are twenty-one 


years of age, old enough to vote, and 
they too have reached the end of 
childhood and must now be run on 
a small pressure of steam, 
as 
the 


highest allowable working pressure 
of the boilers today is cut in two. 


Today they carry less than two- 


thirds the steam pressure they should 
and any man who might study it over 
a few.minutes no doubt will see rea- 
sons to believe ray statements. Today 
our boilers are consuming as much 
fuel as they did twenty years ago, to 
produce their full safe working pres- 
sure, and today with various leaks 
we are consuming as much or more 
fuel to produce one-half 
as 
much 


steam as we formerly produced. 


Our generators in the plant could 


be made to produce much more elec- 
tricity than is needed if we only had 
the steam to do so. Why is it the 
Ohio Light and Power Company did 
not mention the fact a few years ago 
when we never heard of them offer- 
ing electricity cheaper to us, than 
vre can make it. These agitations 
must be brought up every so often 
so as to fool the people who do no' 
know in what condition our present 
plant is in. 


In Mt. "Vernon. Ohio, last election 


the citizens voted upon a bond issue 
(which was lost by a small majority) 
to ,build a municipal electric 
light 


plant. However .before the election 
the Ohio Light & Power Co. offered 
a contract to the city to install new 
electric arc lamps throughout 
the 


city, and which would give far better 
light. But the thing most important 
was the offer coming free-gratis of 
changing their price from something: 
near $67.00 per light, down to $42. 
Quite a change after finding the city 
awakening; to the enormous price* 
they had formerly paid. Our present 
plant has never cost us $43 (com- 
plete, including our street 
lighting 


system), and the Ohio Lisbt & Pow- 
er Co. can furnish Jit. Vernon with 
electricity as cheap or nearly so. be- 
cause the plant is new. has the best 
of machinery installed. Forty-three 
dollars is the cheapest they can fur- 
nish Mt. Vernon at this time, 
and 


still they offer us cheaper electricity 
than we can make here and show us 


where it will be cheaper for us to 
purcha.se. than it would cost the mu- 
nicipal plant for fuel. 


Do not be led to believe they can 


do this, as anyone knows their plant, 
with some profit cannot or would not 
try to compete with the municipal 
plant of any city for a long period. 
If they shoul.d do so it will only bo 
for a very brief time, possibly long 
enough for the city to let the present 
plant fall to pieces. Then they will 
havd us conquered and, may do as 
they see lit. Such cities as Cleveland 
Chicago. Dayton. Detroit, ect. have 
found their plants beneficial i'or the 
reason the large profits of the cor- 
porations are saved. 


The announcements through 
the 


newspapers which are printed adver- 
tisements stating the 'American Bot- 
tle Company is dismanteling 
their 


?100.000 plant and 3 gas engines and 
are now getting electricity from the 
Ohio Light and Power Company is 
not true. The plant today consumes 
more electricity than it did a 
few 


years ago. and necessarily it 
must 


produce more, than formerly. As I 
understand it some of the plants are 
not capable of making sufficient elec- 
tricity for their factories, and hence 
they are buying some electricity. The 
machinery referred to in the ad\ er- 
tisements is very live today, as 
it has been. Such 
statements 
are 


misleading when such conditions do 
not exist. If the 
American Bottle 


•Company knew they could purchase 
much cheaper than they can make 
electricity, they would not continue 
to run 
their present 
plants, but 


would dismantle them immediately 
and completely. 


When all arguments are consider- 


ed for their worth, remember a cor- 
poration can not sell, less than cost 
and it must be considered if they do 
now. they will have it returned to 
them again, ten fold. 


Ask yourself Mr. Voter why a cor- 


noration desires to destroy competi- 
tion? Take the Standard Oil Co. foi 
example. 


Your vote I believe, will be a vote

Ifow it came about that the great 
fortress was supplied with only this 
comparatively small amount of pio- 
visions, is an interesting story which 
shows how unforeseen events upset 
the calculations of the (Austrians and 
played into the hands of the Rus- 
sians. 
Przemysl originally was provision- 


ed for the extreme limit which it was 
thought a mo'dern iortress technical- 
ly was capable oL withstanding a 
modern besieging army — namely 
about six months. lAt the end of the 
first stage of the siege, the garrison 
had consumed barely one month's 
supplies. 
Then came the heavy 


fighting between t'he Austrian relief 
army and the 'Russians about Prz- 
emysl. 


The Austrian fortes, whose supply 


trains failed to reach them drew on 
the tortress for large supplies ot ra- 
tions. Furthermore, the great num- 
bers of wounded in these battles and 
the soldiers stricken down by chol- 
era and other diseat.es could be sent 
nowhere else. 


When railroad communication 
at 


last was restored in mid October, the 
stores ot the fortress had been large- 
ly depleted. 
T'he railroad was first 


used to '•forward urgently needed am- 
munition. Hence, when' the Russian 
steam roller was unexpectedly set in 
motion again, driving Field Marshal 
von Hindenberg westward from the 
neighborhood of Warsaw 
and 
the 


Austrians from Przemysl, provisions 
had been coming in for the Galician 
fortress for only ten days.
